Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 


State of Delaware in General Assembly met, as follows:

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organized, to appoint, once in each year, a board of health for 
such city or town, to consist of not less than three nor more 
than seven persons, of whom at least one shall bea physician 
duly authorized. to practice medicine; and in case there bea 
port physician already appointed by the Governor, he shall be a 
member of the board ex officio. 

Section 2: The several boards of health, constituted under Urganizn- 
this act, shall elect from among their own members a president ©” 
and secretary of such board, and shall meet not less than once 
in every three months. The secretary of the board shall keep Duties. 
the minutes of the meetings of the board, and shall perform all 
such duties as shall be assigned to him by the board; for which 
services he shall receive such compensation as the city council, 
or commissioners of the respective cities or towns may deter- 
mine.
